Ом Saturday, at а ooroner's inquest, holden in Guy's Hospital.

years, who bad expired there. A brother of the deceased woman 
testified thet «he was a single woman of sober habits, who had been 
in the employment of a seed merchant in King William-street. On 
Wednesday week she was ocoupled there all day grinding mustard ; 
in the afternoon her employer gent herout to cl] а eart and she 
never returned, although she ў . Нее friends lost trace 
of her. Oa that evening, however, the poor oreature, who sp- 
pesred to be stupefied, it was, of course, presume? with drink, was 
found by a pelice-censtable in tbe street near Ccffin's-oour!', being 
“i worried,” as a witness expressed it. by a crowd of boys The 
policeman led Mary Young up Coffin's-court, seated ber upon a 
step, and left her. This was at four o'clock. Under these con- 
ditions she sat there two hours when а shocking accident һар- 
pened to her. Ап iron shutter, belonging to а Isrge warehouse 
near to which abe eat, described as “an iron up-liftig 
shutter, let up and down by means oí а crane" was 
lowered, and it came upon the woman's head, resting 
there, she having rolled off the step. Тһе man who lowered this 
Bbutter (he was not produced et the inquest) told one of the wit- 
nesses that when he let the shutter down “ he thought he felt some 
impediment against tbe fron,” but he did not trouble to see what it 
was. A grest crowd of people collected, anc after a time the 
shutter was raised from Mary Young's head, and she lay upon the 
pavement of the court. People still thought she was drunk, and 
she was left lying there for two hours, the only assistance she 
received being apparently that “some person gave her а little 
brandy to revive her.” Then some one ca!l«d а police-constable, 
who osme and took her off to the Seething-lane station. charging 
her as “drunk and incapable" But the sergeant saw something in 
her fasce which mado him hesitate to csst her into the cell. Не sent 
to the doctor, who directly ordered her removal to the hospital. 
Her ailment was apoplexy, and of that sha expired the next morn- 
ing. The post-mortem examination showed this to be the cause of 
de.th, but did not discover any marks of vivlencs. The surgeon 
said that excitement, drink, or the sudden fa'ling upon her of the 
iron shutter, might have brought on or intensified the attack. The 
jury found a verdict of ч Death from apoplexy.” 

Ox Monday an inquiry was held by Mr. John Humphreys, 
Middlesex coroner, at the Crown Tavern, Shadwell, relative to the 
death of M. Michele Muass, sged fi'ty-six years, who committed 
suicide by lesplng from Lambeth-bridge Мг Frederick Oripper, 
11, Banelegh-street, Pimlico, said that the deceased was an 
Шаа. He wee a hair merchant, and was іп the seston pro- 
fessional hairdresser at Covent Garden Opera House For some 
time past he had been despondent, being much depressed in spirit 
— losses in business and through ill-beslth. По had lost 
£500 in two years, and he was in pecuniary difficulties. Mr. Jobn 
Fry, 13, Ranelagh-stroet, Pimlico, said that the deceared had lodged 
with him fer беп years, and had been a lodger in the house for four 

years before witness took it, was married, and sober. Latterly he 
had been very nervous and dejected, in consequence of serious 
loses t d debts, and algo through illness. Witness last saw 
him elive on Saturday week, at seven o'clock in the evening. He 
gave him the key of his room, ssying, “If my madame comes 
home, here із the key for her.” He then went out. His wife came 
Soon afterwards in great alarm, and the police, during the night, 
brought word that he hed committed suicide. James Shaw, 3 
Ohuroh-atreet, Westminster, said that on the evening of Satarday 
week he was crossing the new bridge, Lambeth, when be raw a 
person lesning over the parapet, and laboriously trying to lift him- 
sel! over. He was evidently partly paralyzed, and therefore found 
it difficult to get up on the parapet. ‘he withoss and a friend ran 
to prevent him, but they got to the spot too Tate The man had 
jumped off into the river. An alarm was raised, and boats were 
put off, but the unfortunate man never rose to the surface. He was 
no doubt swept up the river by the tide. On the psvement witness 
found the deceased’s hat, with hig name and address written inside. 
‘The toll. seid to the witness that a quarter of an hour 
before some persons had seen в man walking up aud down the 
bridge іп grest excitement. but he hed no one to send to кіш. The 
body of deceased was found floating in the river off Shadwell. 
The Ooroter having summed пр, the jurv retuned a verdiot “ That 
deceased drowned himself by jamping off Lambash-bridge while in 
a state of Iisotnd mind." 

Ox Бабағдау &u inquest was held at Charlton, Kent, on the body 
of Elizabeth Serjeant, aged six years. Бие was left іп а room on 
the $rousó-fleor at No. 10, Ashford-plaos, with two younger 
childzen, by their mother, who had gone out to market. By some 
means she set.herselt on fire, and when she soreamed а little dog 
jamped through а pane of glass into the room; and on ihe mother’s 
return, whioh was in а few minutes, sbe eaw him tearing атау the 
child's clothes with his mouth and рача.

The New York Times of the 26.1 has the following remarks on |

“The Fenian movement in Ireland, according to the advices 
received last night by the Moraviau, continues to exoite alarm in 
England, end the British Government appears to bo quietly, but 
promptly, taking measures to quell inatenily any attempt at open 
revolt. Little, however, is realy known of the numbere or the 
intentions of the Fenians. The papers sre all at sea in regard to 
the movement, hardly knowing whether to treat it as a ridiculous 
bugbear, got up for mere political effect, or а serions attempt to 
precipitate the sister island into revoiution. Тһе London Times 
counselg precantionary measures, bat proferses to regard the 
whole affair as a piece of wanton agitation, confined to а 
шай portion of the poorer labouring class, and believes it 
will never come to à genuino revoit. Тһе Daily News, on the 
other baud, sees trouble anead, unless the Government shall take 
the earliest opportunity to show its repressive power. 16 asserts 
that there ie no time to be Jost; that the repression must be prompt 
алд complete; and that it would be & meroy to Irelend it every 
Fenian leader were at once brought to trial We fiad no inolina- 
tion on the part of England to let her ‘wayward sister go in pesce.’ 
The statesmen snd editors упо evinced so much indiguation when 
our Governwent put forth its strength for the maintenance of the 
Uoton conveniently forget their fine phrases when there ig danger 
of an imwediate application of them right at home. Nor fe the 
British Government at ali ashamed at the prospect of being бош- 
pelled to ‘ coerce’ а ‘sovereign Siate’ into submission. We observe 
that in addition to the regiments already sent across the Channel, 
the fleet’ at Portsmouth has been ordered to oruise ой the Irish 
coast.

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Amupst all the obscurity which involves the subject of epidemio 
cholera there is опе point in соввехіоп with its history which 
stands out in relief, and may ultimately render us good service in 
oar efforts to resist its invasion. The disease would appear to be 
indig-nous in India. Iu that country there is always more or less 
of cholera, and it ів from that country that the disease, in the ері- 
demios whioh from time to time have ravaged Europe, seems to 
have had its starting point. Eoglend hes alresdy experienced three 
distiuct invasions of this terrible disorder, and appearances render 
it only too probable that we are destined to & fourth. The attack of 
cholera in 1831-2 has been traced to Jessore, whence it begun to 
spread in the year 1817. The visitation of 1848-9 would appear to 
have commenced in Cabul st the beginning of the hot season of 
1845. That which a'tacked England іш 1853-4, aud Western 
Europe generally in 1859, can also bə traced to an exceptional 
epidemio intensity іп ludia а yoar or two preceding.

whereas the French pay £14 599 000 for an army of 400,000 mon, a 
reserve of 150,000 men, aud 105000 horses. That is to say, we pay 
over half a million more money Шац the French for one-fourth the 
number of men, and about one-seveuth the number of horses. In 
other words, each English soldier costs us more than five times 
what a F'genoh soldier coats our neighbours, aud every horse used 
іп our army costs us nearly eight times the sum that ore costs ia 
the Fregoh service. A difference like this is 80 enormous, that we 
aro not unnaturally led to ask from what rource it oan arise. There 
o persons who have an easy way of disposing of any difficulty 
төвресіп; the alleged superiority of the Frenoh over 
English army іп matters of detail, by saying 
біш as the two services are organized differently ab initio, it ig 
absurd to oompare the one witi the other. Buta tax-paying 
publio ia got likely to see ths force of this argument, when it coni 
pares the figures we have given above. To expend halí-a-million 
sterling more than the French do for s fourth of their number of 
men, and a seveuth of their number of horses, is certainly not a 
financial operation which can commend itself to the approval of 
the most business-like nation іп Еагорә. Englishmen seldom 
object to pay more for a good than an indifferent artiole. The false 
economy of believing that what costs least is in reality the cheapest 
has very few followers amongst us. Bat in the case of our army 
we do not рау в larger amount for а more serviceable force than 
ovr neighbour is taxed less to msintain. The French military 
system may have its faults, aud in some particulars we may 
perhaps not wish to see it initiated in our own service. But as 
a whole, their army is acknowledged to be & pattern for the resi cf 
Europe, snd as to the interior economy of their troops, men and 
officers sre alike content at the way in which they are treated in 
respect to promotion, feeding, payment, clothing, and all the nume- 
rons itoms that go to make up the total of а soldier's comforts іп 
camp or quarters. The question, therefore, still remains un- 
answered as to what causes the enormous difference between our 
military estimates and those of Francs.

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DEATH OF THE BEV. CANON BTOWELL. 
Тнк Беу. Oanon Stowell; reotor of Ohrist Oburch, Salford, died on 
Monday, at his , Bolton-read, Pendleton, in the 
sixty-sixth yeas of his.sge. Mr. Stowell was born in December, 
1799, at the parsonage of Douglas, Isle of Man. His father was 
for many years reotor of the parish of Ballaugh, near that town, 
where he сее his "Life of the Bight Rov. Thomas Wilson, 
some time Bishop of Sodor eud Man.” Мг, Stowell matriculated 
asa commoner èt Бі.

His title for orders 
was the assistant curacy of an outlying chepelry of Sh»epscome, 
Painswick, not far from Stroud, in the county diocese of Glou- 
cester.

Ox page 251 we give в view of Oonstantinople, the scene of the 
recent fire, which destroyed, it is reckoned, about 8000 houses, 
nearly twenty mosques, ten bathr, five Ohrietian oburobes, and 
some fifteen khans. No euch celamity bae befallen Constantinople 
during the present century, if, indeed, since the conquest. Nearly 
half the space thus reduced to в desert of ashes was inhabited by 
the poorest Mussulman population, fifteen or twenty thousand of 
whom are thus reduced to absolute want. With ite usual generous 
promptitude, it is etated that “the Government bes not lost an 
hour in dealing out what relief it can to the poorest of the sufferers 
Shelter hag been given to nearly half of them in the empty khens 
and other available buildings, and most of the remainder have been 
camped under tents ia the Hippodrome till wooden huts or other 
acoommodationcenbefound. A ration of bread is also being served out 
to them at the Porte's expense; and, in short, every effort that the 
pinched means of the Government will allow is being made to 
relieve the distress which the oalamity bas occasioned. A general 
subscription has also Бева opened undér the presidency of Aali 
Pasha, to which the Suiten and the whole of the ministers have 
made large contributions, and amongst the foreigu communities, Bir 
Henry Balwer has initiated an auxiliary effort, ueading the British 
list of donations with one of fifty guineas from himself. Ooming, 
as this disaster hag done, on the very heels of the cholera, it has 
s:ruck Stsmboul а blow from which it must take y ears to recover.
